Clyde steam ship Lcrvape was destroy­ 


ed by fire and scuttled in the D ela­ 
ware breakw ater today, after a thir 
ty-mile race from the open sea, with 
flames sweeping her hold and roar­ 
ing up through the cabins and decks 
and a fter all but one of 350 passen­ 
gers and crew had been safely land- 
d on coast guard cutters and pilot 
boats. 
One papsaenger became pan­ 
ic stricken, jumped 
overboard 
and 
was drowned. 
He was Robert Lever- 
*on, of W illim ansett Mass. 
Tonight the surviv, rs, who spent a 
night of terror and uncertainty on the 
burning ship, were separated into two 
parties, one hurrying by special train 
to Jacksonville, Fla., while the others, 
c onsisting mainly of the crew, were 
returning to New York in a second 
special train. 
Several passengers were 
injured, 
but none seriously; a few 
required 
hospital treatm ent, while others wen 
kept in the Beebe Hospital for a ft w 
hours, leaving later and joining thi 
other passengers on the journey 
t<

Jacksonville.

Washington, November 17.—A new 
tax of one-tenth of a cent a gallon on 
cereal beverages was approved today 
by the H ou^ Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee in its preparation of a revenue 
bill.

The committee turned down an al­ 
ternative suggestion that an occupa­ 
tional tax of $100 annualy be impos­ 
ed on brewers. 
It was also decided by the commit­ 
tee today to insert no provisions in 
the proposed bill which would allow 
retroactive refunds of taxes, on the 
ground that such action would open 
the door to inestimable losses in gov­ 
ernment revenue.
